LEGISLATORS DISCUSS 
STATUTE LAW CHANGES 


Large Amount of Legislation Is 
Discussed in Committee at 
the Two Sessions 


probably be reached on Friday. The 
Lieutenant Governor will be in the 
Heuse this afternoon to assent to the 
amendments to the Edmonton City 
charter ,but it is searcely possible that 


the femaining business of the sSessior 
will be got through at today’s sitting. 

The session is the longest on record, 
having lasted up to today seven weeks, 
excluding the holidays,’ 

The greater part of yesterday's sit- 
ting was. taken up in discussicn of 
the statute law amendments in com- 
of the whole. These amend- 
ments will affect a large number of 
important alterations to the laws of 
the province as they now stand. 

The act to amend the Railway Act 
and the act to amend the Liquor Li- 
cense Ordinance, both making changes 
which are largely technical, were dis- 
cussed in committee of the whdle ani 
reperted. J. Glendenning, Nanton, 
tabled letters from Presbyterian and 
Methodist churches of Nanton in fa- 
vor of desired changes in the Liquot 


* License Ordinance, 


Replying to 1, M. Tweedie, the Hon, 
Mr. Sifton said the provision for in- 
creasing the deputy speaker's allow- 
ance from $200 to $500 and the in- 
crease of the clerk's allowance from 
$1000 to $1500 would be carried out 
during this session, 

The act tc amend the Statute Law 
was considered in committee of the 
whole House, 

Grants to Hospitals. 

An amendment to the hospital or- 
dinanee was contained in the bill by 
which the grant per patient per head 
per day in the provincial hospitals 
would be reduced from 35 to 25 cents, 
A moticm by Harold Riley, Gleichen, 
to strike out the amendment was lost. 

J. R. Boyle, Sturgeon, spoke’ in 
favor of public taxation of hospitals, 
Hospitals had just as much claim. to 
be on the rates as had schools, and it 
Was nereredit to our civilization that 
hospitals were dependent on charity, 
He thought the legislature should en- 
act legislation making it compulsory 
on citles and towns to maintain the 
hospitals by levying a rate. The pro- 
vincial treasury should only be drawn 
upon for hospitals in smaller places 
which had net reached the stage 
where they could support a hospital 
out of the rates, 

TT. M. Tweedie, Calgary, inquired it 
the government was making any grant 
towards the cost of erecting two con- 
sumption sanitariums in the province. 

Hon, Mr. Sifton said that the asso- 
ciation which was te build the hospit- 
als would obtain a grant of sites from 
the Dominion government, The pro- 
vincial government would bear 25 per 
cent of the cost of erecting the build- 
ings, but the location of them had net 
yet been decided and the grant would 
be made out of the next year’s esti- 
mates. When the sanitariums were 
erected they Would be placed on the 
same basis as hospitals in regard to 
grant from the provincial treasury, 

T. M. Tweedie thought legislation 
should have been introduced this sea- 
som, making tinancia! provision for 
those institutions, 

Hon, Mr, Sifton said the province 
was spending all the money on hogpit- 
alg they could possibly afford, Last 
year the change in the manner of al- 
jocating the grant was made, and the 
grant put on the basis of so much per 
head ef the patients, The change 
made a considerably increased drain 
on the revenues of the country ‘and 
the amount could not at present be 
enlarged, 

A motion by Robt, Patterson, Mac- 
leod, that the committee take back 
the amendment for reconsideration 
was nea accepted,

The amendment was strongly op- 
posed by T. M, Tweedie, who said that 
the Legal Professions Act required 
that persons seeking ‘admittance to 
the practice of law within the province 
should pass certain examinations and 
pay admittance fees, unless he came 
from scme province which had reci- 
procity with Alberta. He submitted 
that the legislature should not meddle 
with the acts incorporating different 
professional societies. If the amend- 
ment was passed it opened the door 
to he did not know heow many places.

-- CLOSES 10 DAY 
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Indications Are That the Vote 
Tomorrow Will Be Heaviest 
Yet Polled 


BOTH CANDIDATES FO 
MAYOR CLAIM VICTORY 


Mayor Armstrong Threatens Libel 
Action in Connection With 
the Graft Insinuations 


Today closes the most memorable 


municipal campaigr in the history of 
Edmonton. Tomorrow will decile 
whether Mayor G. S. Armstrong is to 
succeed himself ,or Major B, J. Saun- 
ders will be the city’s chief executive 
for the coming year, and a number 
of other matters come up for settle- 
ment, There are eighteen candidates 
for ‘aldermen and only ten can be 
elected, 
be chosen from the south side, and 
nothing in the amalgamation agree- 
ment precludes the possibility of elect- 
ing all seven of the candidates from 
that section of the city. Twelve can- 
didates are in the field for sehool 
trustees, . 

Indications point to a heavy vote. 
Several of the candidates are making 
a whirlwind finish to the campaign, 
which, while comparatively short, has 
been a hummer.from the beginning. 
Public meetings have been held every 
night for a week, at which nearly all 
the candidates took a hand in Giscuss- 
ing civic questions, Both the mayor 
aid Major Saunders have conducted a 
vigorous canvass, leaving no legitimate 
work undone to gather all the strength 
possible at the polls. 

Counter Charges May Be Brought, 

What effect, if any, the insinuations 
of graft in connection with municipal 
affairs will have on the result remains 
to be seen. In any event the Veiled 
charges made at the Bijou Theatre 
meeting Tuesday night ,involving Lo 


ene in particular and the council in 
general, promise developments of an 
interesting character. Counter charg°s 
of malicious libel are threatened and 


the whole matter may yet be threshed 
out in court, 

More than ordinary interest is mani- 
fested in the outcome of the contest 
for members of the school board. 
Seven are to be elected, and the can- 
didates, including Miss Grace Nichols, 
whose iegal right to run has® been 
questioned at the last moment, 
made an active campaign, 

The supporters of Major Saunders 
are freely predicting that he will win 
in the race for the mayoralty, while 
the friends of Mayor Armstrong are 
equally sanguine of his sutcess at the 
polls tomorrow. Each side is making 
ample preparations to get out a full 
vote,

Meeting in Royal Hall. 

Royal Hall, on Kinistino avenue, was 
crowded to ihe doors last night with 
an audience eager to hear the cam- 
paign issues discussed and no one 
was apparently disappointed ,for there 
was plenty of political oratory on tap, 
As at allethe other meetings called in 
hig interests, Mayor Armstrong was 
the principal speaker and he covered 
much ef the same ground in advocat- 
ing his claims for a re-election, He 
referred to the graft charges in very 
emphatic terms, 

“[ don’t think that statements of 
such a debased and defamatory char- 
acter Were ever made before at a pub- 
lic meeting in Edmonton,” said the 
mayor, “I wrote a letter to Mr. Allen 
today and told him that he must 
either preduce the proof of the state- 
ments he made or withdraw them, If 
there is any law in Alberta to compel 
him to do one thing or another we 
propose to see that he does it,” 

City Not In Real Estate Business, 

Mayor Armstrong told the audience 
that a mistaken impression had gone 
out with regard to the city embarking 
in the real estate business, Nothing 
of the kind was contemplated, he de- 
clared, All the city desired was au- 
thority to maintain a fund for the 
purpose of buying such land as may 
be required by the municipality from 
time to time, without paying more 
than the market value. People own- 
ing preperty for which the city wish- 
ed to acquire title were prone to place 
an unfair valuation on it when they 
learned the identity of the prospective 
purcaser, 

In the course of his remarks the 
mayor urged:that laborers who resid- 
ed in Edmonton should be given the 
preference in the matter of employ- 
ment cn municipal work and he had 
so informed the foremen in different 
elty departments, 

The speakers who followed the 
mayor were Aldermen Lundy, Grind- 
ley, Gowan, and Mclinnis; G, H. May, 
Joe Clarke, James East, candidates 
for aldermen and a number of candi- 
dates for school trustees, M, Miller 
presided at the meeting,

IN THE RAILWAYS ACT 


Claims Agent of Government Will 
Protect Farmers’ Interests in Re- 
gar to Stock Killeg on Track— 
Railway Go; Must Com- 
plete: Line’ Within Three ‘Years.

How to protect the interests of the 


farmer, who stock is killed on the 
railway was the problem discussed 
in the Rafhway Committee of the 
Legislature yeserday. 

The committee came to the con- 
clusion that it was desirable and 


necessary that the goverfment should 
investigate all claims for stock killed 
or injured on the railway, The duty 
of such a man should be to do all he 
could to assist the farmer to get all 
that is coming to Nim, At the present 
time the farmer has no other ceurse 
open to him but going to law, with 
a poor chance of getting legal advice 
equal to that at the service of the 
company. Several instances of severe 
hardship were quoted by members of 
the committee, where cattle had been 
killed on the track and their owner 


knocked out of business without get-|.the large cities. it

tioned by Geo, Hoadley, Okotoks,

Plain, were very strongly opposed to 
putting in subways On the ground of 
the additional expense. ; 

An important amendment intro- 
,ducea by R. T. Telford, Leduc, was 
approved, requiring that where a4 
tharter is granted for a railway of 
less than 50° imiles ‘dn length, the 
whole line shall be constructed in one 
year, and that in case of raliways of

greater length, the whole lne shal! 
be constructed within three years 
from the date of the charter. ‘This 


policy had already ‘been accepted by 
the Government* in the case of she 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and B.C, Rall- 
way, Which was 350 miles in length, 
and had to be completed before the 
end of 1914. 

A further suggestion by Mr. Telford 
was that before any company Was 
granted an extegsion of time they 
should give to the government infor- 
mation as to what steps they had 
already taken toward the construction 
of the line. Malcokm MoKenzie wae 
of opinion that if a company did not 
begin in the time spectfied in their 
charter, any application for further 
time should be turned down,  be-

Ottawa, Feb, 14.—vWednesday was 
largely a national transcentinental 
railway day in the House. Only a few 
other matters were discussed and) 
shortly before the adjournment Pre-| 
mier Borden announced that he 
hoped to commence the work of ex-| 


tending the civil service act to the 
outside service within the next year. 

Hon. W. T, White's bill to provide 
for a sum of $16,000,000 for the G, 
T.P. in accordance with the terms ot 
agreement of he judgmént of the 
privy council was put through the 
committee stage and given a third 
reading. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier agreed with the 
minister of finance that if there was 
any responsbbility in the matter, it 
rested with the late government, It 
was, he ss all a question of law, 
and the privy council had decided 
-against the law officers of the crown 
and the supreine court of Canada, 

G, T. P. Figures, 

In connection with his 
duce the N.T.R. commission 
four to one member, Hon. Frank 
Cochrane gave an estimate of the 
cost of the project, He estimates a 
total expenditure up to Janury 1, 1914 
of $187,781,128. The total capital 
cost per mile would be $143,015, and 
the fixed interest charges $4,300 per 
mile, It would take two years to 
complete the road and the gross ex- 
penditure to be incurred by the goy- 
ernment in connection with both the 
wovernment and the G.T.P, sections 
would be $258, 050,000,

Dr, Dyde's Address, 

In a lucid addrees of over half an 
hour's duration, Prinaipal Dyle out-. 
| lined the. histoty of chureh unten 
since it was first mooted, some eight 
years ago. There had been two pro- 
posals before the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, one of or- 
ganicunion and the other for federa- 
tion. °. It was agreed.to submit the 
former to the Presbyterian congregsa~ 
tions throughout the Dominion. 

The assembly agreed that it was 
high time that some step should be 
taken in this direction. Wha moved, 
the leaders of the church and the 
rank and fiie of the ministry toward 
church union was the fact that there 
was considerable rivalry Jetween the 


denominations. That rivalry did not 
come so pronouncedly from the Ilay- 
men as the average minister, The 
speaker had seen more of this 


rivalry in one year as a minister than 
in ten years as @ layman. 
Serious Waste Involved. 

Another important argument in 
favor of church union was the fact 
that |‘he present system involved seri- 
ous waste, not only in Alberta, but 
much move so in the older provinces.
